Horse back 
riders have Griffith Park and Han- 
sen Dam area. And the golfers have 
lots of resorts. But the motorcyclist 
has no where to go, unless he goes 
far out into the desert.

l Ride the Freeways -- 
And Stay Alive- s ss sa 


You want to really make time in Los Angeles, or any city for that matter? 
Then come with me on a trip around the town via freeways, mostly, as you 
can only dig it from a bike. 

Yes we’ll ride a big-engined motorcycle on our trip because we’ll need 
every bit of that horsepower and instant response to make a lark of it. As we 
turn onto the Long Beach Freeway see how the traffic speeds? We must dial 
it on in third gear full to come out ahead of green Nash Ramblers in the slow 
Jane, Brrrrrrrrrr! Finally in high gear at 70mph we station ourselves in the 
fastest lane, in the left wheeltrack of the car ahead, ever wary of erratic 
drivers in the fast lane coming head-on. Those holes in the divider fence 
bear eloquent testimony to the proximity of danger every foot of the way. 

As we go faster we lessen the danger-time and concentrate our senses 
on the path ahead, The faster we go, the farther ahead we better look. Our 
reactions, observe, are smooth and instantaneous. The flicker of red lights 
ahead comes not as a surprise because we had seen the exhaust pipes start 
smoking a second before, indicating the cars were slowing down. Instead of 
stopping with them, we select another gear, another lane, another orbit and 
continue our career unimpeded, 

There are signs along the freeway verge that spell out the toll it takes 
on machinery that travels it. Headlight rims and bumper guards, hubcaps, 
glass and here and there a toolbox cover from a Honda Dream glisten like 
moulted bettle parts in the sun. 


They Say RACING IS SAFER 


When you ask a motorcycle expert 
how to ride safely in traffic, he’ll 
always tell you to “drive defensive- 
ly.” This is good advice if you are 
gaining early experience with your 
machine. You have to move slowly 
and spread your attention over a 360 
degree“ circle of safety” around you. 


The “Arc of Danger” 

As speeds go up, however, you'll 
need to focus more of your attention 
of the “arc of danger” directly ahead. 

The motorcycle rider at speed, 
exists in all four of the Einsteinian 
dimensions at once. The fourth 
dimension, velocity, is a product of 
motion and time. In much the same 
way that two parallel lines converge 
in space, parallel traffic may inter- 
sect the path of a high speed motor- 
cycle unexpectedly. Even the quick 
reactions possible with a motore 
cycle’s controls cannot cope in time 
with unexpected obstacles in the 
fast rider’s path. If you think your 
reactions are quick, try this experi- 
ment: Have someone hold a dollar 
bill halfway between your open finger 
and thumb. As soon as he releases 
the bill, try and grab it before it 
falls, You can’t do it. Reactions 
just aren’t fast enough. 

Therefore, to be safe at speeds 
in the 50-80 mph range you have to 
focus more of your attention on the 
path ahead, and learn to anticipate 
changes in the traffic pattern and 
alter your path before objects inter- 
sect. 

Twenty minutes we sweep over the most beautiful part of the freeway 
system, the San Diego/Santa Monica interchange, to where the lanes become 
fewer and the cars and bike bunch up, each fighting wheel-to-fender for the 
forward spot. An adept rider on a powerful, agile mount can “herd” automo- 
bile traffic into a self-containing pattern much in the same way that a sheep- 
dog molds his charges into a herd. I remember once I was challenged by a 
red Impala, whose magnesium wheels told me he was a racer at heart, just as 
I needed to make a bold diagonal sweep into his lane. There was nothing for 
it but to speed the creature up and cross over behind him. To accomplish 
this, I feinted with the throttle to make him think I was going to pass. He 
accelerated in a great whoosh of exhuast and I backed off at the same instant, 
This brought him nosediving short of the rear of a green Nash Rambler 
stationwagon in the next instant, but I was by then safely distant on the off- 
ramp heading for Coast Highway. 

From Long Beach to Santa Monica, we steer then for Topanga Canyon, 
the northern outpost of the city. Topanga Can yon Road is an exciting stretch 
of peg-to-peg curvery with a moving obstacle on every turn. We welcome the 
unimpeded speed of the Ventura Freeway headed back to L.A. via Hollywood 


and the Sunset Strip.

When the dust cleared away after the 
open class took off, the banner fell for 
the trail bikes.

place to practice with your first small machine, as this

When poet Gertrude Stein said, “There’s no there there,” she was 
talking about Oakland and the East Bay, of course. 

But then, I doubt if Gertie was much of a motorcyclist, because 
for us there is definitely a there, there! 

In an age when it seems every tank town in the country is busily 
enacting ever more restrictive ordinances, it is a pleasure indeed to 
encounter the East Bay Recreational Park District's Motorcycle Run, 
sixty-seven acres of hilly, brushy ground for the exclusive use of 
motorcyclists — what a thrill it was when I saw a patrolman chase a 
jeep out of the area; it sure was a switch! 

The Motorcycle Run (known locally as “The Cycle Park”) con- 
tains oodles of trails, a not-too-steep hill, and one of the nicest views 
in the area. It is open seven days a week from 6 a.m. to 10 p.m. to 
motorcyclists, without restrictions. 

The Motorcycle Run is popular — so popular that popularity itself 
has become an acute problem to the Park District. 

Located as it is very near the road, the parking problems at the 
Motorcycle Run waxes acute on week-ends, not only because the 
lion’s share of the bikes are hauled there, and tow vehicles have to 
be parked while their owners are riding, but also because there is a 
large segment of the Sunday-drive public who like nothing better than 
to watch other people ride motorcycles. The ensuing traffic jam is a 
lulu! 

The bikes themselves are also causing difficulties. For one 
thing, the boys don’t like to ride where the grass is worn away to the 
underlying sandstone and hard-packed earth. They continually ‘pioneer’ 
new areas, and this tears up cover that can’t be regrown for years. 
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Also, the lads insist on doing the Mike Hailwood act up and down 
Redwood Road, resulting in about one fatality every six months or so. 

All that notwithstanding, the Park People don’t really want to 
discontinue the Motorcycle Run, but they are actively searching for a 
place to transplant it where the problems can be minimized and where 
the noise of the bikes won’t disturb the picnickers. 

To reach the Motorcycle Run from Oakland: 

Go East toward the hills on 35th Avenue into Redwood Road. 
Continue on past Skyline Drive for 4.6 miles. The Cycle Park is on 
the left. Some additional parking space can usually be found about 
three-tenths of a mile before the Run, on the right. A sign there says, 
“San Leandro Gate.” 

Redwood Road above Skyline Drive is two-lane black-top, tree- 
shaded, with lots of curves and ideal for motorcyclists. About 1.7 
miles above Skyline there are riding stables, and extreme caution is 
advised — it would be no fun whatsoever to stick one’s helmet into 
the exhaust system of an oat-bumer! 

And Redwood Road is popular with sports-car buffs, too. The last 
time up there I encountered a red TR-4 in a beautiful 4-wheel drift 
taking up almost the whole road — luckily I saw him coming and took 
the ditch.

A quiet safety message will be 
hiddenin many ofthe picture stories, 
racing features and maintenance 
articles that form the meat of this 
32-page magazine. With 90,000 copies 
a month there will be a magazine for 
each 5% airmen in the intended 
audience, or for each 10% uniformed 
Air Force members. 

A letter from a four-star general 
prompted publication of DRIVER. 
Gen. Howell M. Estes, Jr., who heads 
the huge Military Airlift Command, 
noted that 40 percent of MAC acci- 
dents and 75 percent of its ground 
fatalities result from motor vehicle 
accidents. He asked the Air Force 
to establish a special safety maga- 
zine as part of its overall program 
to reduce accidents, And he pointed 
out, “If (it) reduced our fatalities 
by only a single death per year it 
would more than pay for itself.” 

Within months a study was com- 
pleted, the idea approved, and a 
staff formed, Mrs. Virginia Hendrix, 
an Air Force safety writer-editor for 
more than a decade, heads the com- 
petent, creative staff. To insure an 
approach that will click in competi- 
tion with commercial publications, 
she added Bob McVay to the staff; 
recently associate editor of one of 
the nation’s top auto magazines, 
Bob is a prolific writer about cars, 
motorcycles, and the men who drive 
them. 

DRIVER will inform the airman 
about his own vehicle — how to 
operate it more efficiently, how to 
choose it. Articles about racing, 
technical advances in engines, tires, 
and other equipment will help make 
the airman aware of his stake in 
safe transportation. 

The prestige of national author- 
ities — including race drivers — will 
provide examples of what to do and 
how to do it. DRIVER will seldom 
discuss safety as such, but will 
relate such topics as purchase, 
operation, and maintenance to 
specific safety problems.

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AFM SCENE

It seems that another columnist is 
taking pot shots at the affairs of the 
L.A. Chapter of the AFM with regard to 
the upcoming AMA Sportsman road races 
at Stardust Raceway, Feb. 19. Despite 
request to defend the AFM’s position I 
feel that the promoter did a good job of 
telling the facts in his “News from 
Nevada” column in this paper last week, 

We’ve just returned from the winter 
meeting of the AFM board of directors 
where the following decisions were 
made regarding AFM activities in 1967. 
The decisions were all passed unani- 
mously by the directors present. Repre- 
sented were Los Angeles, San Fran- 
cisco, Las Vegas, and Sacramento. 
First, the National AFM board of 
directors will continue to exercise its 
power to regulate all AFM events in 
1967. There will be a new licensing 
system whereby the new or novice rider 
will no longer be able to merely send 
away for a license and thus qualify to 
compete without proving his ability to 
handle a racing motorcycle. Here’s how 
it works: Arider wanting an AFM license 
must contact the AFM Chapter nearest 
him and ask when the next event will 
be held. After determining when, he 
must appear at the event with his riding 
equipment and notify the sign-in official 
of his intent to qualify for a license. 
He will then be observed by a senior 
rider during practice and this senior 
rider will judge whether or not the 
novice rider qualifies for a license. The 
Los Angeles Chapter will be backing a 
road racing school and students of this 
school may qualify for a license, de- 
pending on their abilities. The school 
will be conducted by a private indi- 
vidual, Mr. Bob Braverman, well known 
for his recent drag racing successes. 
Bob has many past years of road racing 
experience under his belt and is present 
ly engaged in a serious tire testing 
program for a major company that is 
trying to improve its motorcycle road 
racing tires. Bob’s previous school was 
a great success, with many graduates 
doing very well in local road racing. 


License Rules Explained 


This tightening up on license qualifi- 
cation was brought about by several 
factors. The foremost consideration is 
safety, both that of the novice and the 
expert rider. With the amount of entries 
at California road races going up at 
every event, the comers are getting 
crowded. We felt we had to act before 
the situation got out of hand and we 
began to have serious accidents caused 
by new riders. Also, a rider possessing 
an AFM license will know he has 
qualified for the piece of paper that 
allows him to compete. Riders who have 
AFM licenses at this time or have 
experience and possess non-AF™M li- 
censes need not qualify to obtain an 
AFM license. You must, however, con- 
tact the local AFM Chapter and present 
proof of your ability to the chapter 
president. He will sign your application 
and forward it to the Home Office. 

If you are renewing an AFM license, 
merely contact the nearest chapter for 
a license application and return it, 
completed, to the chapter and your 
license will be processed. As usual, 
all MICUS (U.S. FIM affiliate) licenses 
will be honored. Many of you now 
possessing AFM licenses are aware 
that licenses are valid for one year from 
date of issue. The board of directors 
decided that in order to aid in bookkeep- 
ing, as well as to follow the policies of 
other clubs, all AFM licenses issued in 
the future will expire at the end of the 
calendar year. If you now possess a 
license dated 1966, you will be notified 
of your expiration date. The fees for 
AFM licenses will remain at $5.00 for a 
National license and $2.00 for a 
production-only license.
